Barrymore, Lionel. We Barrymores, as 
told to Cameron Shipp. Appleton-Cen- 
tury-Crofts, $3.50. May 8. 


In spite of the title, this is Lionel’s story 
only, with a little attention to John’s erratic 
life, and a few admiring references to Ethel. 
As told here, both brothers acted only be- 
cause they had to eat; both preferred music 
or art, but circumstances repeatedly forced 
them to the stage. Lionel devoted many years 
to the movies, and a large part of his book 
is a recapitulation of movie experiences and 
his later ventures in radio. Deliberately un- 
pretentious, slyly cynical about the Barry- 
more legends, and somewhat prolix. 


Bradley, Omar Nelson. A soldier’s story. 
Holt, $3.00. June 18. 


General Bradley writes a blow-by-blow ac- 
count of his service in World War II. He tells 
how he came to be chosen to lead the US. 
forces in the invasion of France, and pro- 
ceeds with a detailed description of the 
Twelfth Army Group’s movements up to the 
German surrender in May 1945. With some 
profanity and an occasional flash of humor, 
he makes it clear that wars are planned and 
fought by fallible men; there is a frank ad- 
mission of antagonism between himself and 
Montgomery, of respectful admiration for 
Marshall and Eisenhower, and recognition of 
Patton’s faults together with a defense of 
him as a man and a soldier. 


Dickinson, Emily. Letters to Dr. and Mrs. 
Josiah Gilbert Holland; edited by their 
granddaughter, Theodora Van Wagenen 
Ward. Harvard Univ. Press, $4. April 19. 
This collection includes 93 letters, of which 29 
were in the collection edited by Mabel Loomis 
Todd. The letters, which run from 1853 to 
1886, contain many bits of poetry, and are 
accompanied by many explanatory notes and 
a study of the handwriting. 


Michener, James Albert. Return to para- 
dise. Random, $3.50. April 23. 

From clearly labeled layers of fact and fic- 
tion—first a reporter’s-eye view of an island 
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or a continent, then a_ short story—there 
emerges a well-defined picture of the post- 
war South Pacific which will be disillusioning 
to the romanticist and disappointing to the 
advocate of colonialism. Though replete with 
high prices and labor troubles, with the na- 
tives giving way to Indians and Chinese 
businessmen or noisily waiting the advent 
of Marxism, the area is still populated by 
the kindest people on earth, whether staid 
New Zealanders or happily amoral Poly- 
nesians, and is full of good will toward 
America. It is obviously changing from a 
romantic dream to a very important meeting 
place of Asia and America. Up to the author’s 
usual excellent writing standard.

Barney, Helen Corse. Fruit in his season. 
Crown, $3. April. 


A few years after the Revolution, one settle- 
ment in Virginia included several serious- 
minded, forthright Quaker families who were 
regarded as nuisances because they were 
openly opposed to slavery; many of them 
were considering the dangerous journey into 
the Wilderness (Ohio), where they might find 
life more to their liking. This is particularly 
the story of Jonah Roberts, from his four- 
teenth year, when he helps a slave escape, 
loses his parents from smallpox, is bound out 
to the hatter Abel Mather, with whom he 
travels to Ohio. It ends with his wedding to 
demure Margaret, after the journey in which 
he proved his courage and faith. 


Boyle, Kay. The smoking 
McGraw-Hill, $3.50. April 23. 


Short stories of postwar Germany which edge 
into the reportorial field, for while they are 
obviously fiction, their framework is just as 
obviously observed fact. Neither anti-German 
nor anti-American, the author nevertheless 
does not hesitate to make caustic comments 
on both occupied and occupier, guided by 
sharply defined understanding of right and 
wrong, of justice and pity. The 77-page non- 
fiction introduction traces the trial of an SS. 
trooper, interweaving with it the author’s ob- 
servations of the people and the country, 
and interviews of ex-Nazis. The stories have 
previously appeared in magazines.

Another installment of the Jalna story, but 
apparently not the last, records the death of 
Ernest, and young Adeline’s first love affair. 
The eighteen-year-old girl, so like her re- 
doubtable great-grandmother, accompanies 
her adoring cousin Maurice and her uncle 
Finch, just as muddled as ever, to Maurice’s 
home in Ireland. She falls desperately in love 
with Maitland Fitzturgis who is handsome. 
poor, rather aimless, and burdened by a moth- 
er and sister who are both mentally disturbed. 
He feels that he cannot offer marriage, but 
Adeline returns home vowing to wait forever 
and finds an unexpected ally in Renny.

Little, $3. June 11. 
From a childhood surrounded by reminders 
of Confederate hardships in the Civil War, 
restrained by snobberies and niceties, over- 
shadowed by a pretty mother, and resented by 
a younger sister, Nisba grew into a girlhood 
of debutante balls and an unbelievable num- 
ber of suitors, harassed by her mother’s 
constant attempts to marry her off, and 
conscience-stricken by the hardly apparent 
love of her father’s partner. In her marriage 
to newsman Brad, during the first world war, 
and the widening of her outlook, she begins 
to understand the frictions and hidden ani- 
mosity in her family. Best in its picture of 
childhood years, the whole is a_ well-con- 
structed woman’s. story’ with _ realistic 
historical and political background.

Macken, Walter. Rain on the wind. Mac- 
millan, $3. April 24. 


The hardship and poverty of the lives of fish- 
ermen on the west coast of Ireland are not 
emphasized in this story as much as their 
warm humanity and integrity. Mico was 
gentle and humble, but his life was full of 
trouble. Disfigured by a birthmark, slighted 
by his mother in favor of his clever brother, 
a failure in school, he became a skilled fisher- 
man, but never hoped for love. When it came 
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he almost lost his chance because he dared 
not speak. The story has the ring of truth, 
and it is told with charm; the characters are 
credible, and the sea dangers are vivid. 


Popkin, Zelda. 
$3.50. May 14. 


Doctor Hirsch, his wife who had been a 
Boston schoolteacher, and their two children 
are, like most of the other residents of a 
quiet residential district in Jerusalem, de- 
voted to the ideal of an Israelite state. 
Through the lives of the Hirsches and their 
neighbors the author gives a vivid picture of 
the fighting, sacrifice, and suffering attendant 
on the birth of the state of Israel in 1948. The 
siege of Jerusalem brought great hardship to 
the people but more serious was the bitter- 
ness caused by the execution for treason of 
one of the men and the belated realization 
that an injustice had been done. Dinah 
Hirsch dies a martyr after joining an agricul- 
tural settlement where she also becomes a 
soldier. In contrast to the fighting spirit 
with which even the children are imbued are 
the affectionate family relationships and 
friendships that are subordinated to the cause

After the first world war Paul, returning 
scarred, with an arm missing, found a baby 
boy in the cathedral and turned him over to 
an orphanage. Later he was grieved to 
learn that, not being a Catholic, he could not 
adopt the boy. This is the story of Peter, the 
orphan, as he grew up in the home, worked 
on the farm, made friends outside, and 
studied music, always with Paul’s encourage- 
ment. Pledged to finish a symphony begun 
by a nun, and hoping by doing it to prove 
himself a composer with something to offer 
the girl he loved, he failed, and lost con- 
fidence. Then the second war, and he came 
back blinded, but with faith in himself and 
new confidence. The story lacks depth and 
convincing psychology, but is without propa- 
ganda.
